The m essage was given here by 
A m bassador George H arvey

the P ilgrim s and a num ber of high 
B ritish officials. 
The Tim es said: 
“The Allies 
will 
m eet Am erica 
m ore than half way. D isappointm ent 
will be caused by his outspoken dif­ 
ferences to the League of N ations 
but at least 
we 
know' w here we 
stand. 
“The Teague has its own sphere 
which should not estrange Am erican 
feeling nor lessen respect for its 
endeavors.” 
Chronicle Gives Views 
“Nobody on this side desires to 
prescribe the channels 
in 
which 
A m erican 
good 
will 
shall 
flow,” 
The C hronicle declared, “but g ra ti­ 
tude to Am erica does not mean th at 
we shall abandon the League.” 
The Daily News praised H arvey 
for not confining him self to conven­ 
tional courtesies. 
He knew his h ear­ 
ers w anted to learn the truth, it 
said. 
The News expressed perplex­ 
ity over the A m erican attitude on the 
League, pointing out th at the U nited 
States rejects the League, but w ants 
an association of nations; w ants an 
international court for disarm am ent 
but will not look to the League for 
help in th at cause. 
“Is it policy or politics,” it asked, 
“and if politics is it international or 
dom estic.” 
Speech Pleases Audience 
Mr. H arvey’s plain words on the 
League w ere a revelation and his 
plea for the closest co-operation be­ 
tween the two great English speak­ 
ing countries was im pressive. 
The Duke of Connaught presided, 
and Lord Desborough read a m es­ 
sage from the A m erican Pilgrim s.

In January, 1920, when the popu 
lation was enumerated, there were 
96,195 homes in the District of Col 
uinbia. of which 28,503, or 29.6 per 
cent, were owned by the occupants; 
and 65,665, or 68.3 per cent, were 
rented; 
leaving 
2,037, or 2.1 per 
cent, for which the tenure was not 
reported. 
Of the 28.503 homes re­ 
ported as owner by the occupants, 
12,354, or 43.3 per cent, were free 
from encumbrance; 
15,375, or 53.9 
per cent, were encumbered by mort­ 
gage indebtedness; and there were 
744 for which no information 
was 
supplied. 
The owners of 13,365 of the 15,375 
homes on which there were mort­ 
gages reported the encumbrance on 
January I, 1920, as 
amounting 
to 
$23,882,248, and the value of their 
property as $94,354,735, the encumb­ 
rance representing 25.3 per cent of 
the value. 
The prevailing rate of 
interest on the indebtedness was six 
per cent; 
$18,363,697, or 76.9 
per 
cent of the total, being reported at 
j that rate. 
The returns show, also 
that on $2,207,013, or 9.2 per cent of 
the total indebtedness, the rate of 
interest was 5% per cent, and that 
on $1,375,108, or 5.8 per cent of the 
total, the rate was live per cent.

No man in ancient times so in­ 
spired the world with wonder at his 
riches as 
did 
Croesus. 
Although 
others may have possessed greater 
wealth, he was the first to reveal 
to the eye of Greece the opulence 
of an Asiatic despot. 
Croesus was King of Lydia in the 
middle of the sixth century before 
Christ, and, while m ost of our men 
of affluence began in comparative 
poverty, he inherited riches gathered 
by a long line of wealthy ancestors, 
each of whom combined in his own 
person 
financier, 
monopolist 
and 
king. 
Wide Riches. 
Croesus, who inherited a fortune 
steadily 
increasing 
through 
many 
generations, had control 
of 
wide 
realms of agriculture, rich mines and 
the commerce of wealthy and popu­ 
lous nations. 
If the monopoly of a 
single industry 
can 
now 
produce 
hundreds of millions in a single gen­ 
eration, what 
could 
measure 
the 
wealth coining from a monopoly of 
many industries for nearly two cen­ 
turies? 
Croesus had, other advantages. He 
was forced to employ no expensive 
constitutional attorneys to find flaws 
in restrictive legislation, he support­ 
ed no lobby, contributed to no cam­ 
paign fund, paid no income tax, he 
had no rivals to divide the immense 
business or to keep down the margin 
of profit. He might take all he could 
get, and he took 
nearly 
all 
there 
was. 
Before we can arrive at a just esti­ 
mate of the value of ancient and mod­ 
ern fortunes, we m ust fix a standard 
of comparisons. 
Many ancient coins 
have been preserved, so that their 
weight and fineness are known. 
By 
counting a piece of gold of the same 
standard and weight as a $20 gold 
piece as worth $20, and by keeping 
the ancient ratio of 131-1 between gold 
and silver, we can arrive at the ex­ 
act equivalent. 
Money W as W orth More. 
But money had a much greater pur­ 
chasing power then than now, as 
these prices will show. 
From ac­ 
curate records from 
the 
time 
of 
Croesus we learn th at a fat ox sold 
for a dollar, a sheep for 20 cents, a 
bushel of wheat for 12 cents, while a 
day’s wages was from 12 to 20 cents. 
Cattle were thus cheap out of all pro­ 
portion. but a fair average of the 
whole list shows that the sum of gold 
found in $1 put the owner in posses­ 
sion of more purchasing power, both 
of product and labor, than $10 could 
now. 
In ancient as in modern times it 
is possible to arrive at the value of 
great fortunes by very uncertain 
and circuitous methods. No estim ate 
of the wealth of Croesus from any 
one of his own age has been pre-!

hand in gold and silver, $24,000,000, 
and that he wished to present it to 
the king as a token of regard. 
Plenty of Cash. 
The king hesitated about taking 
his money lest Pythius might be re­ 
duced to want, but Pythius replied: 
["My lands, estates, slaves 
and 
in­ 
come-bearing property are still un 
touched.” 
This sum of money was 
simply cash on hand which he had 
not yet invested. 
At the rate of IO 
to I in modern purchasing power, 
Pvthius had ready money equaling 
$240,000,000. 
Here is in 
Lydia 
after 
several 
I reigns of foreign oppressors, a man 
almost unknown, who had on hand 
in ready money more than twice the 
estimated value of property of all 
kinds in the estate left by Marshall 
Field, the largest estate ever pro 
bated 
In 
America. 
Vet 
Pythius' 
wealth made not the slightest im­ 
pression on those who were familiar 
with the wealth of Croesus and his 
ancestors. 
A Criterion. 
Aside from fiction, 
poetry 
and 
fable, we have one certain means 
of appreicating the vastness of the 
wealth of Croesus, and that is his gift 
to foreign temples. He was the pa­ 
tron of many religious shrines in his 
own and foreign countries. However. 
we have the official record of but 
one particular gift, all of which was 
given in connection with one occas 
ion, and this gift was not unique, as 
we have the record that an exact 
duplicate was sent, at the same time. 
to one other non-Lydian shrine. 
As this gift consisted largely of I 
gold and silver, the offerings m u st' 
be weighted in and an exact record, 
of them kept in the temple, so that | 
no one could serape off or hollow outj 
(the gold. 
These gifts were genuine' 
and solid, since the acceptance of, 
shams would have ruined the keep- j 
er who was responsible for making 
I good the recorded gifts. 
This gift was made to the tem ple, 
and peopde of Delphi and the weights | 
and measurements are taken from ! 
the official records, so they are as | 
reliable as the clearing accounts of a I 
bank. They are givpn by Herodotus, 
who copied them from the records, 
and is competent and reliable author­ 
ity in all m atters In 
which facts 
were obtainable. 
Pyramid of Bricks. 
The one gift to Delphi was a pyra-l 
mid of 117 bricks surmounted by a j 
lion, the bricks, each 18 inches long, 
nine Inches wide, and three inches< 
thick. 
The four top bricks were of i 
pure gold and 
weighed 
over 
2001 
pounds each. 
The other 113 b rick s1 
had a certain alloy of 
silver, 
th e ! 
ratio being three 
parts 
silver

seven of gold.

pure gold and weighed 800 pounds. 
The value of gold and silver alone in 
the offering reached $3,500,000. 
If 
we add 15 per cent of $500,000 for 
the work of the artists who made;

put this one gift at $4,000,000. 
Accompanying 
this 
were 
twoj 
enormous bowls, each containing 5,-j 
400 gallons, one of solid gold, the 
other of silver. 
The weight of the 
gold howl was about 800 pounds. The 
thing about these bowls which ^ s 1 
most remarkable was 
the 
artistic, 
workmanship, as they were the pro-’ 
duct of the most renowned and skill­ 
ful artists, 
lf we add to the value! 
of the metals the 
cost 
of 
making^ 
these bowls we shall have another, 
million dollars. 
Gold Image. 
He also sent a golden image of a 
woman said to be his breadmaker. 
This image was nearly five feet high, 
and if one considers the great weight 
of gold, we can hardly appraise it at 
less than $1,000,000. 
Besides these thing* Croesus sent 
many vases of gold and silver, the 
necklace and girdles of his wife, a 
large lustral bowl of pure gold. 
A 
later historian adda to this list 3<»0 
adorned bowls, each of solid gold and 
weighing a pound, and, besides all 
this he sent a present of $12 in goldj 
to each man in the city of Delphi. 
This offering was accompanied by a 
sacrifice of 3.000 head of the differ­ 
ent animals used In worship.
